It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$700.00  for  the  White  Mountains  Region  Association 
and  Town  Signs. 

Article  11.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$2,200.00  for  Advertising  and/or  Related  Purposes. 

Article  12.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$1,300.00  to  maintain  an  information  booth  during 
the  Summer  Season  1964. 

Article  13.  The  Town  voted  to  accept  the  Cottage 
Street  Extension. 

Article  14.  It  was  moved,  seconded  and  duly  voted 
not  to  have  a  revaluation  of  the  town. 
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Article  15.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$500.00  to  improve  the  Little  League  Ballfield. 

Article  16.  It  was  voted  to  change  the  Zoning  Laws 
to  read:  Section  XII  same  as  Section  II,  in  Zone  1, 
except  substitute  "traveled  roads"  instead  of  streets. 

Article  17.  It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  spend  not  over  $1,000.00  to  extend,  improve  or 
build  streets  or  roads  to  benefit  new  taxable  prop- 
erty. 

Article  18.  It  was  voted  to  have  the  Town  instruct 
the  Road  Agent  to  spend  $1,000.00  of  the  Highway 
Appropriation  annually  for  oiling  roads. 

Article  19.  Affirmative  action  was  voted  on  this  arti- 
cle to  allow  Mr.  Robert  W.  Edge  to  relocate  a  piece 
of  town  road  at  his  expense,  deeding  the  new  road  to 
the  town. 

Article  20.  A — It  was  voted  to  establish  an  Aero- 
nautical Fund,  in  accordance  with  Revised  Statutes 
annotated.  Chapter  423:6. 

B — It  was  voted  by  division  vote  of  84  to  7  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,473.00,  bonds  and 
serial  notes  to  be  for  a  term  of  ten  years. 

C — It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  trans- 
fer the  sum  of  $5,473.00  from  the  Aeronautical  Fund 
to  the  New  Hampshire  Aeronautics  Commission, 
said  sum  to  be  expended  on  the  Whitefield  Regional 
Airport,  so  called,  in  connection  with  the  expansion 
of  said  airport  facilities. 

In  Articles  20;  A,  B,  and  C,  there  was  considerable 
discussion.  George  T.  Noyes  spoke  in  favor  of  the 
article  principally  citing  the  need  for  better  air 
transportation  to  this  area  and  the  advisability  of 
Bethlehem  taking  their  share  of  the  burden. 
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John  Mcllwaine  inquired  how  long  it  would  take  to 
construct  an  airport  and  how  many  towns  had  voted 
in  favor  of  it.  Mr.  Noyes  explained  that  the  towns 
were  all  voting  on  it  the  same  day.  Robert  Edge 
asked  if  any  airline  had  shown  any  interest  in  sup- 
plying service.  Mr.  Noyes  said  there  was  nothing 
certain  about  getting  an  airline  service  into  White- 
field.  It  was  explained  by  Mr.  Noyes  that  if  the 
project  did  not  go  forward,  the  money  would  not  be 
raised  by  the  town. 

Article  21.  The  vote  on  the  question  "Shall  the  pro- 
visions of  Chapter  171-A  of  the  revised  laws  relative 
to  playing  games  of  beano  be  adopted  in  this  Town?" 
was  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  22.  The  vote  on  the  question  "Shall  the  town 
of  Bethlehem  continue  to  maintain  its  existing  muni- 
cipal court  so  long  as  its  present  judge  remains  in 
office?"  was  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  23  and  24.  These  articles  to  raise  $90,000.- 
00  for  the  extension  of  water  and  sewerage  lines  in 
the  event  the  monorail  was  built  on  Mount  Agassiz 
were  laid  on  the  table  while  we  proceeded  to  act  on 
Article  25. 

Article  25.  Malcolm  J.  Stevenson  made  a  motion 
which  was  duly  seconded  and  voted  to  have  the  valu- 
ations in  the  selectmens  blotter  book  for  1964  print- 
ed in  the  town  report.  It  was  moved  by  George  T. 
Noyes  and  duly  seconded  and  voted  that  the  meeting 
be  adjourned  until  April  9,  1964  for  the  purpose  of 
acting  on  Articles  23  and  24.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  The  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Bethlehem : 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  annual  report 
relative  to  your  schools. 

Your  school  opened  in  September  with  three 
changes  in  the  staff  from  the  previous  year.  Mrs. 
Patricia  McLure,  who  has  been  serving  as  part-time 
music  teacher,  was  elected  to  teach  grade  four,  re- 
placing Mrs.  Mattie  Hibbard  who  retired  in  June. 
Mrs.  McLure  is  a  graduate  of  Plymouth  Teachers 
College  with  a  Bachelor's  degree  in  elementary  edu- 
cation and  with  previous  classroom  teaching  in  North 
Woodstock  and  Rochester,  in  addition  to  fifteen 
years'  experience  as  a  music  instructor. 

Mrs.  Sharon  S.  Hadwen,  a  graduate  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  New  Hampshire,  with  a  year  of  experience  in 
Portsmouth,  was  elected  special  reading  teacher  to 
replace  Mrs.  Louise  Smith  who  resigned  for  family 
reasons. 

We  were  most  fortunate  to  secure  the  services  of 
Mrs.  Virginia  Davis  to  serve  as  part-time  music 
teacher  to  replace  Mrs.  McLure.  Mrs.  Davis  is  a  grad- 
uate of  the  University  of  Nebraska  with  six  years  of 
experience  in  that  area. 

The  enrollment  in  kindergarten  through  grade 
eight  on  September  9  of  this  school  year  was  159  as 
compared  to  148  the  previous  year.  There  are  pres- 
ently enrolled  52  high  school  pupils  in  Littleton,  8 
in  Whitefield  and  8  in  St.  Johnsbury  Trade  School, 
making  a  total  of  68  high  school  pupils.  The  tuition 
rate  at  Littleton  for  this  year  is  $480.00.  The  Little- 
ton School  Board  has  set  the  tuition  rate  for  1965- 
1966  at  $458.00  This  is  a  reduction  of  $22.00. 
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Departmental  work  is  still  carried  on  in  the  upper 
three  grades  with  each  teacher  teaching  those  sub- 
jects in  which  he  is  best  qualified.  The  Greater  Cleve- 
land Mathematics  program  has  been  extended  to 
Grade  5  this  year.  This  coming  year  should  see  all 
grades  receiving  instruction  in  the  new  mathematics. 

Since  my  last  report  a  new  stage  curtain  and 
cyclorama  has  been  installed  in  the  auditorium. 
Fluorescent  lighting  has  been  installed  in  four  class- 
rooms, and  a  kindergarten  sink  with  bubbler  has 
been  installed  in  the  kindergarten  room.  I  sincerely 
hope  that  the  lighting  in  additional  rooms  can  be 
improved  during  this  coming  year. 

The  most  urgent  repair  needed  at  the  present 
time  is  in  the  heating  system.  This  problem  has  been 
discussed  with  the  school  board  and  it  seems  to  be 
a  unanimous  opinion  that  the  time  has  come  to  con- 
vert the  heating  system  from  coal  to  oil.  This  change 
will  cost  approximately  $7,000.00.  It  is  recommended 
that  serial  notes  should  be  issued  so  that  the  cost 
can  be  spread  over  a  period  of  four  or  five  years. 

By  vote  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  in  Decem- 
ber, Bethlehem  will  become  a  member  district  of 
the  enlarged  White  Mountains  Supervisory  Union 
which  will  include  besides  Bethlehem  the  school  dis- 
tricts of  Littleton,  Franconia,  Sugar  Hill,  Easton, 
Lisbon  Town,  Lisbon  Special,  Landaff,  Lyman  and 
the  White  Mountains  Regional  District.  This  move 
is  a  part  of  the  reorganization  plan  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Education  to  reduce  the  number  of  Super- 
visory Unions  from  48  to  36  as  authorized  by  the 
legislature.  This  plan  will  in  no  way  effect  the  organ- 
ization or  powers  of  any  of  the  member  school  dis- 
tricts. 
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In  closing  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to 
the  citizens  of  Bethlehem,  the  school  board,  the 
teaching  staff  and  other  school  personnel  for  their 
cooperation  and  support.

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Program  of  the  White  Mountains  Region  Association 

1964 

The  White  Mountains  Region  Association  this  year  has  published 
and  distributed  136,000  promotional  folders  and  cooperated  with  the 
five  other  Region  Associations  in  publishing  400.000  copies  of  the 
New  Hampshire  Accommodations  Booklet. 

We  received  a  total  of  7,500  individual  inquiries  about  the  Region 
which  were  answered  with  a  package  of  folders  and  with  personal 
letters.  Because  we  are  closely  associated  with  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  promotional  effort,  we  receive  in  our  office  inquiries 
which  are  generated  by  the  State.  The  Region  Association's  address 
is  listed  on  one  and  one-half  million  individual  pieces  of  literature 
published  by  the  State. 

In  addition  to  maintaining  an  active  and  effective  mailing  office, 
the  Association  has  encouraged  and  promoted  many  important 
developmental  projects  for  the  region.  Such  projects  include  Northern 
Ventures,  a  venture  capital  corporation  to  assist  people  who  have 
ideas  for  industry;  Temple  Monorail  System  at  Twin  Mountain;  the 
Kilkenny  project  in  Lancaster;  Mt.  Agassiz  Development  in  Bethle- 
hem and  Big  Bear  Ski  area  at  Bartlett. 

Through  our  Industrial  Council  we  have  changed  the  emphasis  of 
industrial  development  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  so  that  it  in- 
cludes the  northern  three  countries  and  also  encourages  a  "do  it 
yourself"  attitude  with  industrial  development  groups. 

Last  year  we  assisted  in  promoting  an  appropriation  of  $65,000 
for  the  construction  of  the  Whitefield  Regional  Airport  and  went  on 
record  opposing  the  Livermore  Falls  Dam  in  the  Pemigewasset 
Valley. 

Presently  we  are  planning  to  establish  an  active  Historical  Sites 
Committee  which  will  encourage  the  development  of  major  historical 
sites  in  the  region,  an  asset  which  we  have  which  has  not  been 
developed  to  its  full  potential. 

The  work  of  the  Association  is  continually  hampered  by  a  lack 
of  adequate  funds.  In  order  to  do  the  work  necessary  to  raise  our 
economy,  the  full  support  of  all  towns  in  the  region  is  needed.
